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Suicide teen devastated 
by Ding family’s murder

A TALENTED teenager killed herself after the 
tragic murders of the Ding family left her 
devastated, an inquest found yesterday. 

Natasha Warnes, 16, took a drug overdose 
and suffocated herself on July 28 last year, 
leaving two suicide notes, faintly written in 
crayon. 

Coroner Anne Pember said it would be “too 
upsetting” to read them out. 

The court heard that the 16-year-old had 
been a close friend of Xing Ding, 18, who was 
brutally stabbed to death with her parents 
and sister last April. 

Written evidence from Natasha’s GP, Dr 
William Askew, revealed that she was finding 
it difficult to deal with the loss of her friend, 
and had been due to have counselling. 

Aleks Rokitski, a friend of Natasha, found 
her barricaded in her bedroom with a card¬ 
board sign on the door saying “do not dis¬ 
turb”. He tried talking to her, but there was no 
response. 

He had gone to her house on Broadway East, 
Abington, Northampton, when he saw that 
her Facebook profile had been deleted, which 
he said was “not like her”. 

She was confirmed dead at Northampton 
General Hospital later that morning. 

Natasha’s father, Mark Warnes, said in a 
statement: “We were really very close. We had 
a shared love of music.” 

He recalled her pretending to play a card¬ 
board cut-out guitar while he and his band 
were rehearsing. 



“It was only recently that she had been to 
see me perform for the first time. She 
absolutely loved it.” 

He added: “She was the perfect child and my 
best friend.” 

Boyfriend Nathan Smith described ‘Tasha’ 
as “a bubbly, out-going person”. He said: “She 
would tell people what she meant. She loved 
music. She was rarely unhappy.” 

The family received hundreds of cards and 
messages of support, including from people 
who did not know Natasha but had seen her 
busking, and friends continue to post on a 
Facebook memorial page. 

Concluding the inquest, the coroner record¬ 
ed that the teenager took her own life “at a 
time when she was feeling low and 
depressed”. She said to family and friends 
present: “I am very sorry for your loss.”

Other products that can be 
purchased include sports 
equipment, stationery and 
cinema tickets, but participat¬ 
ing schools are also invited to 
add their own treats such as 
“s kip-th e-lunch-queue” 
vouchers and prom tickets.

‘Serious’ drought brings on hosepipe ban 


TODAY marks the start of 
the first domestic hosepipe 
ban in our region in 20 
years. 

Anglian Water said it had 
taken this drastic action 
after the driest 18 months 
for a century 

Its managing director 
Peter Simpson said: “Two 
dry winters have denied us 
the rain we need to replen¬ 
ish rivers, reservoirs and 
aquifers. 

“Our first duty as a water 
company is to keep supplies 


for our 4.2 million cus¬ 
tomers secure. With no way 
of knowing whether we face 
months more dry weather, 
perhaps even a third dry 
winter, we have to do what 
we can to make the water 
we have go further. So that 
means a hosepipe ban. 

“It also means we as a 
company need to do all we 
can to make the most of this 
precious resource. 

“We are asking people to 
try to reduce the amount of 
water they use every day by 


20 litres - enough to fill two 
buckets. 

“I know this hosepipe ban 
is unwelcome, inconvenient 
and will cause real 
difficulties for some. 

“This is not something we 
do lightly but the drought is 
too serious to ignore.” 

Ironically, as the ban gets 
set to come in there was 
flash flooding in the Park 
Avenue South area of 
Northampton yesterday 
which left motorists crawl¬ 
ing through water.

A DIVORCEE who became the first 
single mother to compete in Miss Great 
Britain pleaded not guilty yesterday to 
falsely claiming more than £22,000 in 
benefits. 

Rachel Hatton {pictured), 28, appeared 
at Northampton Crown Court where she 
denied two charges of fraud by making 
false representation. 

The former beauty queen, of Foxfield 
Way, Grange Park, Northampton, denied 
two allegations of fraud by failing to 
disclose information in relation to 
£22,000 worth of benefits, allegedly 
claimed between May 2009 and January 
2011. 



The glamorous blonde stands accused 
of claiming housing and council tax 
benefits, income support and legal aid 
while claiming to be a single mother. 

It is alleged she was living in a tenanted 


property with the landlord and co-defen¬ 
dant Nathaniel Simon as “husband and 
wife”. 

The mother-of-one will stand trial with 
Mr Simon, 36, who also pleaded not 
guilty to charges of providing a false 
tenancy agreement between the two 
individuals. 

He also denied an allegation of failing 
to disclose that he was in a relationship 
with Ms Hatton. 

The former beauty pageant contestant 
hit the headlines in 2010 after becoming 
the first divorcee to be allowed to 
compete for the coveted title of Miss 
Great Britain. 

She won the regional title of Miss 
Warwickshire before going on to com¬ 
pete in the national finals of the contest. 



A MAN and woman have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder after the death of a 
seven-week-old baby. 

The pair, 23 and 20, were 
taken into custody by officers 
from the East Midlands 


Special Operations Unit for 
Major Crime. 

A spokeswoman for North¬ 
amptonshire Police said: 

“A 23-year-old man and a 
20-year-old woman, both 
from Northampton, have been 


arrested on suspicion of the 
murder of seven-week-old 
baby Jamie Kightley who died 
on Saturday, March 17. 

“Both have been released on 
bail, pending further enquir¬ 
ies.” Initial findings suggest 


the seven-week-old suffered 
severe head injuries but 
further tests are due to be 
carried out. 

An inquest was opened and 
adjourned at Northampton 
General Hospital yesterday.

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Police staff facing 
axe in budget cuts

ANOTHER round of job losses is 
on the cards at Northampton¬ 
shire Police. 

The chief constable, Adrian Lee, 
spoke yesterday of the ‘serious 
challenge’ facing the police as its 
budget was slashed again for 
2012/13 by £2 million and now 
stands at £120.55m. 

This is the second year of cuts 
for the police and it has already 
suffered grant reductions of 6.4 
per cent and this will be followed 
by 0.6 and 1.4 per cent in 2013/14 
and 2014/15. 

No figures of how many jobs 
could be lost have been revealed 
but in the past two years 150 
posts have been axed either 
through voluntary of compulsory 
redundancies. 

The current round of staff cuts 
are expected to come from back 
office staff and posts filled by 
civilians and not police. 

CC Lee said: “Certainly the 



financial management is more 
important than it has been in the 
history of policing as we have not 
had to face these serious cuts 
before. 

“There is some good coming out 
of it as we are more efficient and 
effective. 

“The challenge we have is how 


to protect frontline policing. 
Frontline policing is a huge part 
of our resolve. 

“If we do not want to make 
savings there then we have to 
make savings elsewhere. 

“We have lost a huge number of 
police staff to become more 
efficient and effective. 

“This is a serious challenge. 

“As a result we have shared serv¬ 
ices which we would not have 
done if there had not been these 
financial cuts. 

“There are significant cuts still 
to come and the plans for these 
cuts are in place. 

“There will be job losses to back 
and middle office staff but we 
have got a plan.” 

He feels if he could maintain the 
Force at its present level it would 
be a good thing for the people of 
the county. 

An area he is happy with is the 
financial underspend which 
meant 20 police constables and 
five PCSOs would not be lost for 
at least another year. 


Cops travel to China in hunt for Ding murder suspect 


THE manhunt for Anxiang Du, the 
prime suspect in the murder of the 
Ding family from Northampton, has 
reached China. 

Three police officers from the 
East Midlands Special Operations 
Unit travelled to China on March 25 
and are expected to spend some 
time there conducting enquiries to 
assist them in the investigation of 
the family of four’s murder. 

The Dings were killed at their 
home in Wootton a year ago. 

Although officers have remained 
in close contact with the Chinese 
authorities, it is hoped this 
personal visit will allow police to 
speak with associates of Mr Du for 
help in identifying people who 


could have assisted him in his 
escape. 

Officers are also expected to 
meet the family of the victims to 
update them on the investigation. 

Detective chief inspector Tom 
Davies, leading the investigation, 
said: “This visit will assist us in a 
number of aims, including raising 
the awareness of the investigation 
in China and our hunt for Mr Du. 

“The family of the victims - Jifeng 
Ding, Helen Chui, Xing [18] and Alice 
[12] Ding - have received ongoing 
contact by family liaison officers, 
however meeting them in person 
will allow us to provide them with 
a thorough update on the 
investigation so far. 


“We are keen to continue our work 
with the Chinese law enforcement 
who have assisted with the 
investigation and remained 
supportive throughout. 

“We are open-minded as to 
where Mr Du may be, whether that 
is in China or elsewhere. 

“We know Mr Du has contacts in 
China and we are following these 
leads to establish what information 
individuals may have and any 
support he may be receiving. 

“I would urge members of the 
public, whether in the UK, China or 
elsewhere, that if they have any 
information as to the current 
whereabouts of Anxiang Du to 
come forward.”

THE shutters are closed and a 
chandelier still hangs inches 
from the floor waiting to be 
cleaned - but Lamport Hall is 
almost ready to re-open its 
doors. 

The historic attraction is due to 
welcome visitors for the first 
time this year on Sunday. 

Open to the public during 
spring and summer, the manor 
house goes into hibernation in 
the winter months. 

But it’s still a hive of activity 
inside. 

It has stood overlooking the 
village for more than 400 years, 
but conservationists at Lamport 
Hall have given its treasures a 
new lease of life. 

Experts have been working 
hard ever since its closure in 
October last year to give the 


many artefacts in the house a 
complete restoration. 

One of the most dramatic 
transformations involved a 
portrait of 8th Baronet, Sir 
Justinian Isham. 

The former resident of Lamport 
Hall, who lived there in the 18th 
century and commanded the 
Northamptonshire Militia in 
Ireland, could not have imagined 
that his image would receive 
such attention. 

Assistant house manager Ben 
Wilson-Pratt said: “It can take 
several weeks to restore one 


painting. People were walking 
past him and not noticing 
because the features were so 
dark. 

“But now it really shines out 
from the wall.” 

Sir Justinian’s wife Mary Close, 
whose picture hangs on the 
opposite wall, has also been 
treated to a spring clean, bring¬ 
ing her rosy complexion back 
to life. 

Mr Wilson-Pratt added: “Two 
pictures of the highest quality 
have been uncovered.” 

The Isham family lived at the 
Hall up until 1976 when the last 
baronet Sir Gyles died, leaving 
the estate to a preservation trust. 

As well as a family home, the 
Hall has been a country club, a 
home for the Northamptonshire 
Records Office, a British and 
Czech army base and an Italian 
prisoner of war camp. 

When he returned from World 
War Two, Sir Gyles is said to have 
been shocked to find his grand 
home “occupied by Italians 
whom for some period I had 
been facing on the battlefields 

According to the Trust, which 
now looks after the Hall, years of 
poor maintenance resulted in an 
outbreak of dry rot, which saw 



As we start to see the first of this springs new puppies and kittens we thought we’d 
run through some of the basics for first time owners. We hope this article helps you with 
some of the common questions new owners have, so you can concentrate on enjoying the 
new edition to your family. 

Vaccinations 

Puppies and kittens should both ideally have a full course of vaccinations between 6-12 
weeks, which is two injections several weeks apart. After this they will require a booster 
every 12 months for the rest of their life to keep their immunity up. 

Play & Discipline 

Stalking and pouncing are important play behaviour and encourage muscle development, 
try to provide your pet with toys that are interactive, stimulating and appropriately sized to 
play with. 

Disciplining may be necessary if behaviour threatens people or property, but harsh 
punishment should be avoided. Remote punishment is preferred because the pet 
associates punishment with the undesirable act, not with you. Use spray bottles, throw 
objects in the direction of the puppy or kitten to startle (but not hit) it, or make loud noises. 

Fleas & Worms 

Ideally you should treat your pet with a preventative flea treatment every month throughout 
the year. However many are not suitable for use on puppies and kittens, plus different types 
vary in cover. Your Vet will be able to help you make an appropriate choice for the size and 
lifestyle of your pet should you be unsure of your requirements. 

Worming should be done more frequently during the first few months and at a weight 
appropriate dose for your pets growing size. Below is a standard guide, however house cats 
and hunting pets may need a different approach for their adult lifestyle, ask your Vet for 
more details. 

Puppies: every two weeks from 2-12 weeks old, then every three months. 

Kittens: every two weeks from 6-12 weeks old, then every three months. 

Microchipping 

Microchips are the best way of identifying and contacting the rightful owner of a pet should 
it get lost or be stolen. They are inserted in the scruff of the neck by injection and no 
anaesthetic is required. 

Neutering 

Once your puppy or kitten is 6 months old, you should consider getting him or her neutered 
for preventative health care reasons. Both operations are done under general anaesthetic 
and require a days stay at the Vets, however they are normally allowed home that evening 
and are fully recovered from the operation within about two weeks.

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Numbers fall 
at university

THE University of 
Northampton is expected 
to see the sixth biggest 
fall in student numbers 
in the country this year. 

Figures published by the 
Higher Education Funding 
Council for England 
(HEFCE) show that the 
institution is likely to have 
12.1 per cent fewer stu¬ 
dents in September, com¬ 
pared to its totals for the 
2011/2012 academic year. 

HEFCE predict that the 
dramatic drop will be 
nearly 350 students. 

The university declined 
to comment on whether 
tuition fees were a factor 


in the decrease, despite 
critics of the rise in costs 
suggesting that poorer 
applicants could be 
excluded from higher edu¬ 
cation altogether. 

A spokeswoman for the 
university said: “These fig¬ 
ures are not a surprise to 
us. However, they should 
be understood in the con¬ 
text of continuous year- 
on-year growth in student 


numbers at the university 
since 2007.” 

She added that students 
from foreign countries, 
who pay higher fees than 
UK applicants, were an 
important part of their 
intake. 

“The HEFCE analysis also 
excludes overseas recruit¬ 
ment, where the university 
is seeing strong growth in 
an uncapped market.”

To remain 
competitive the university 
must be able to offer its 
students the very best 
accommodation when they 
choose to study here and 
this new hall helps to 
enhance its accommod¬ 
ation offer significantly.”

Stolen £12k was 
to start new life

A POLISH immigrant who received 
thousands of pounds into her bank 
account claimed to have no idea the 
money was stolen. 

Ewa Cottrell, 48, from West Ridge, 
Northampton, was found guilty on one 
count of possessing criminal property 
and five counts of converting it into cash, 
by a unanimous jury. 

During the trial at Northampton Crown 
Court she said that the £12,000 was put 
into her account by a lover she referred to 
as ‘Marco’. 

She added that she had removed it 
because her grandmother had appeared 
to her in a dream and told her to give the 
cash back and break off the relationship. 


But in initial interviews with police, she 
told officers it was none of their business. 

The money was transferred from an 
innocent victim’s to Co-operative bank 
accounts in January last year. 

The unknown fraudsters were able to 
answer security questions over the 
phone, using personal details they had 
obtained. 

Cottrell, who said the money was given 
to her so she could leave her husband 
and start a new life with ‘Marco’, had 
been released from a psychiatric hospital 
in September 2009 and was still seeing a 
therapist the following January. 

The court heard how she had had a “dis¬ 
agreement” with staff at a Lloyds bank in 
2009, resulting in her being arrested and 
taken to hospital. 

Cottrell will be sentenced at a later date.

Recycling anger at 
cardboard change 

A TOWCESTER resident is up in arms 
about a council’s new recycling plan. 

Father of two, Nick Martindale, is angry 
South Northamptonshire Council has 
changed its rules about the curbside 
recycling of cardboard. 

Up until recently households were able 
to put cardboard in with the garden 
waste in the green wheelie bins. 

Now they can only put cardboard in the 
black box which is already used for 
recycling plastic and tin. 

Mr Martindale, who lives in Balmoral 
Close, is unhappy with the change and 
does not think the new system is going to 
work. 

He said: “We have been told we have to 
put the cardboard in the black box. 

“This will not be big enough for large 
cardboard but would be right for cereal 
boxes. 

“While I can understand the reasons 
behind this change, I don’t think this is 
going to work. 

“I am not generally a moaner but what 
the council is suggesting is not going to 
work.” 

South Northamptonshire Council said 
the change was necessary due to some of 
the ink on the cardboard which meant it 
could not be included it the mix when 
turned into compost. 

Councillor Dermot Bambridge, portfo¬ 
lio holder for environment and waste 
management, said: “We realise for some 
people the black box is not large enough 
to take everything. 

“Any cardboard that won’t fit in the box 
should be put securely under the box or 
beside it. 

“You can also use a cardboard box to 
put tins and plastics in or put the card in 
a plastic bag. 

“This is a temporary measure to meet 
new legislation which removes 
cardboard from green waste. 

“The council is currently discussing 
further necessary changes for next year 
and the proposals include a more simple 
system for collecting recyclable waste.”

THE Northampton Baby 
Cafe is one step nearer to 
being saved. 

Thanks to the interven¬ 
tion of 15 county council¬ 
lors, who have pledged

“This is a little short of 
the £16,500 we need but 
we have raised this much 
in two weeks and in the 
next week we could hit the 
target we need. 

“To get this money is 
fantastic and in this sense 
we are pleased with the 
backing we have got. 

“Before next year there 
are lots of other things we 


can look at in the mean¬ 
time such as different grant 
applications.” 

She added: “The PCT has 
yet to implement its plans 
but we hope we can be open 
by the end of the month.” 

One of the 15 councillors 
who pledged money was 
leader of the Liberal 
Democrats, Councillor 
Brendan Glynane. 

He said: “I think there is a 
genuine need for this 
service which was demon¬ 
strated to the county coun¬ 
cil at the meeting.”

Mallinder’s men 
avoid slip in Bath 
after ban blows 


RUGBY UNION 

JIM Mallinder praised his Northampton Saints 
side for showing strength in adversity after 
their resounding 26-6 victory away to Bath 
on Saturday evening. 

The build-up to the match was dominated 
by the headlines surrounding the lengthy 
bans handed out to Calum Clark and Dylan 
Hartley for their on-field indiscretions. 

But 14 points from the boot of Ryan Lamb, 
a try from the evergreen Andy Long and a 
first half penalty try helped them to a rare 
victory at The Rec. 

“The players have a lot of confidence in 
one another,” said Saints director of rugby 
Mallinder. “We are bitterly disappointed in 
what has happened and the outcome. I think 
that helps pull you in. 

“During the Premiership campaign you do 
get lots of ups and downs throughout the 
season and you have got to keep focused 
on the job in hand. We had done that in 
training all week, and that showed. It 
showed by just looking at the spirit of the 
team. It is disappointing that it happens and 
you never want it to happen in a season, but 
the lads have all got confidence in theirs 
and the team’s ability. We knew that if we 
played to our best we could win, and I think 
we saw that.” 

Northampton have since decided not to 
appeal Clark’s 32-week ban for 
hyperextending the arm of Rob Hawkins and 
leaving the Leicester Tigers hooker with a 
broken elbow during the LV= Cup final, 
despite Mallinder stating he felt the decision 
was “harsh”. 

Hartley also seems unlikely to appeal his 
eight-week ban for biting Ireland’s Stephen 
Ferris while on England duty, but on last 
weekend’s showing it seems as if the Saints 
can cope without them for the rest of the 
season. 

The win at The Rec ensured Northampton 
remained in the Aviva Premiership top four 
ahead of this weekend’s league break, which 
was particularly important given that Exeter 
Chiefs also won 18-11 at home to London Irish. 

The Devon side have ambitions of reaching 
the Premiership semi-finals for the first 
time in their history and the Saints’ trip to 
Sandy Park on Sunday, April 22, may well 
prove decisive for both clubs. 

For his part, Mallinder will not be letting his 
players get carried away after the Bath result. 

He said: “It was a good win, but we have 
still got three games to go to achieve our 
target of getting in the top four. 

“We have still got a lot of work to do with 
this group of players this season. There are 
some tough fixtures. I heard the result of 
the Exeter game, but you don’t tell the 
players - it is pointless. 

“You don’t need to put any extra pressure 
on the players, they have got a job to do and 
it is not worrying about other teams. 

“It is concentrating on getting your 
performance right and that’s what they did.” 


Jack ready to roar tor 
County after lions tour

IT has been quite a year for Jack 
Brooks. His second hill season in 
county cricket saw the seamer 
claim 43 first class victims and 
earn a call-up to the England 
Lions squad, touring Bangladesh 
and then Sri Lanka. 

It is all part of the rapid progress 
made by the 27-year-old since join¬ 
ing in 2009 and after playing club 
cricket and for Oxfordshire in the 
Minor Counties Championship, he 
is still taking it all in his stride, 
despite the extra attention. 

“Some people say it’s a bit of a 
journalist’s dream going from vil¬ 
lage cricket to the England fringes,” 
says Brooks (pictured right), who 
will again be leading the 
Northamptonshire pace attack. 

“As each year has gone by I’ve 
grown more confident as a person, 
just accepted it and not got carried 
away with it. It’s amazing to see the 
improvements that I’ve made and I 
still think I can get better than I am 
now. 

“Hopefully I can take a load of 
wickets for Northants and get into 
the England senior team rather 
than just the Lions. 

“But that’s a long way away yet so 
it’s just important to stay and do 


well for Northants for now. It’s been 
longer than the normal winter I am 
used to; very fun, very challenging 
both mentally and physically, but I 
couldn’t have asked for anything 
more really. I managed to get on all 
of the tours abroad, didn’t take a 
shed load of wickets but did well, 
and stayed injury free which was 
one thing that was playing on my 
mind a lot.” 

It has not all been plain sailing for 
Brooks though. He confesses that 
the three-week Lions tour to 
Bangladesh felt like a lifetime due 
to boredom, also expressing jeal¬ 
ousy that Northants team-mate 
David Wiley was in Australia while 
he was, in his word, “sat in a toilet 
in Bangladesh for eight days.” 

But he was particularly pleased 
with how he adapted to conditions 
on the Asian sub-continent that 
are notoriously difficult for fast 
bowlers, as well as the way his one- 
day bowling skills have developed. 

Brooks will have to wait to show¬ 
case them though, with the LV= 
County Championship Division 
Two opener away to Derbyshire 
starting today, meaning that the 
four-day game is the priority. 

The aim, as ever, remains promo¬ 
tion to the first division and after 
missing out last year, Brooks has 
identified greater consistency from 
Northants as the key to achieving 
that. 


He said: “Last year we should 
have won the title. We probably 
weren’t the strongest over the 
course of the season and I think we 
showed that. 

“Middlesex are a bloody good 
side and Surrey just happened to 
have a good run at the end of the 
season to get promoted, but we 
were deserving of it too. Speaking 
to other teams during the season, 
they were saying we were definitely 
going to go up, but that’s not the 


way professional sport works 
unfortunately. You’ve got to be a lot 
more consistent through the sea¬ 
son. We weren’t and we paid the 
cost for it. 

“We’re little old Northants, we 
keep on trucking and we surprise 
people every year by being right in 
the mix. We’re not one of the teams 
that get beaten every week and fin¬ 
ishes bottom of the table, and 
we’ve got some talented players 
here.”

Con set for pitch battle 


CRICKET 

DESPITE what certain detractors might 
think, the South African influence at 
Wantage Road has proved a beneficial one 
in recent seasons. Now Con de Lange could 
be the latest player from there to have an 
impact. 

Current captain Andrew Hall and the likes 
of Nicky Boje and Johan van der Wath, have 
contributed to Northamptonshire’s upturn 
in fortunes, although left-arm spinner de 
Lange is quick to avoid any comparisons to 
them. 

“I’m not in the same class as those blokes 
because they’re all ex-internationals, but I’ll 
always try to do my best for the team and I 
think that is the most important thing,” he 
says modestly. 

“That is all any player can do - try to 
deliver on the day, try to contribute and try 
to win games for the team.” 

Signed in the winter to add to Northants’ 
spin bowling options, de Lange is back in 
first class cricket after spending 2011 
playing at club level for Blackpool in the 
Northern Premier League. 

Thanks to a British wife he is not classed 
as a overseas player, and they moved from 
South Africa back to her homeland 
following the birth of their daughter, 
bringing to an end his 13-year career 
playing provincial cricket. 

Coming from a family where both his 
uncle and cousin played at first-class level 
and where his father and uncle were also 
keen cricketers, it is perhaps not surprising 
that de Lange ended up playing 
professionally. 

The 31-year-old is now ready to take on 


the challenge of bowling in England, 
although he is aware that he is going to 
have to adapt quickly to be successful in 
somewhat alien conditions. 

He explains: “The wickets we have been 
playing on are early season and we haven’t 
had a lot of sun. 

“They’re generally slower, lower and the 
ball swings a lot more, so all the basics that 
we normally practise and work on need to 
be applied even more by playing straighter, 
later and waiting more for the ball. 

“The line and length are different, you 
don’t get as much bounce here and all of 
the wickets I have bowled on you can go 
slightly straighter and have to go slightly 
fuller.” 

The arrival of de Lange means James 
Middlebrook will face stiff competition for 
the spin bowling role when Northants travel 
to Derbyshire for their opening LV= County 
Championship Division Two game today. 

However, the pair could also form a 
formidable two-pronged spin attack in 
limited overs cricket and later in the season 
in the four-day game, with de Lange 
complementing Middlebrook’s off-spin. 

That is something de Lange is relishing, 
saying: “In one-day cricket, especially 
during the middle periods I’m looking 
forward to bowling in tandem with him. 

“Hopefully we can get the needed wickets 
and win some games for the team. 

“We get on very well and did so from the 
first day. The things I’ve found out about the 
wickets have been from talking to him. 

“It’s not rocket science, but it is good to 
talk to someone that is experienced playing 
on the wickets, and in these conditions, just 
to confirm a few things.” 
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Spence handed 
second crack at 
Unsworth’s title 

BOXING 

JAMIE Spence has secured a second 
Midlands Area title shot against Amir 
Unsworth after being forced to pull out of 
their original bout through injury. 

The former Kings Heath amateur 
[9[2]-3] was to face the reigning title 
holder in Northampton towards the end 
of last year, but was hurt in training. 

Having recovered, they will now go 
head-to-head for the Area lightweight 
belt in Unsworth’s home town of Sleaford 
at the Northgate Leisure Centre on 
Saturday, May 19. 

Nevertheless, Spence has no problem 
facing the 31-year-old serving soldier on 
his own turf and is keen to get back in 
the ring having not fought since this time 
last year. 

“It should be a good fight because I like 
a tear up and so does he,” said the man 
known as ‘Mr. Excitement’. 

“I don’t mind that it’s on his home show. 

I just thought I’d take it because it’s a 
fight and I don’t like to be out of action for 
too long. 

“He’ll have a lot of support because it’s 
his home town and he might get certain 
advantages, but I’m not worried. 

“It’s for a title as well so if I win then it 
should lead on to bigger things for me.” 

That proved to be the case for 
Unsworth [13[2]-5-l], who earned a shot 
at the English lightweight title after 
defeating Steve Saville for the Midlands 
strap in December 2010. 

However, he suffered a first round 
knock-out in that contest against Derry 
Mathews last April which was followed by 
a points loss to journeyman William 
Warburton in October. 

Spence’s last contest saw him claim the 
vacant British Masters light welterweight 
title on points in a ten rounder against 
Kristian Laight at the Park Inn Hotel just 
over a year ago. 

However, he has now given up that belt 
and dropped down a division in pursuit of 
higher honours.

Aidy’s men more 
united than ever 
for Easter double 


R&Ns’ relay third 
beats old record

THE Rugby & Northampton AC Veteran 
Men celebrated ten years as a merged 
club by winning bronze medals at the 
Midland Masters six stage Road Relay 
held at Sutton Park in Birmingham. 

Their overall time bettered the previous 
club record by 40 seconds set by Rugby 
& District AC 28 years ago. 

The race comprised of two long stages 
covering a distance of 5.4 miles and four 
short legs of three miles. 

Recently crowned M35 British Masters 
Cross Country Champion Mike Aldridge 
ran the opening leg to finish in second 
place and also record the second fastest 
time of the day in 28 minutes and 21 
seconds. 

Greg Spellman and Gary Wallace then 
ran their stages before Stuart Nelson 
took second spot with 28.32, for the third 
fastest time of the day. 

Team manager Vince Carroll was the 
quickest of the three mile legs on stage 
five with 17.18, but he wasn’t able to hold 
off the Tipton athlete and he handed over 
in third place. 

It was left to the oldest member of the 
team Terry Egan to run the anchor leg 
and his time of 17.31 held their position. 
After running 38 times at this venue it 
was his first Midland Road Relay medal.

YOU could be forgiven for think¬ 
ing that Northampton Town’s 
upcoming fixtures feel like a 
retread of some of the darkest 
days Aidy Boothroyd has had 
during his four months in con¬ 
trol of the managerial reins at 
Sixflelds. 

When Oxford United visit tomor¬ 
row night it will be a much differ¬ 
ent Northampton side to the one 
that suffered a 2-0 defeat on a dis¬ 
mal December Saturday during 
the meeting at the Kassam 
Stadium earlier in the season. 

Instead of having to field a 
patched-together side - a “Blue 
Peter team” as Boothroyd referred 
to the 11 sent out that day - the 
Cobblers welcome Chris Wilder’s 
side full of confidence and on a 
fine run that has seen the boss 
nominated for March’s Manager 
of the Month Award. 

The rebuilding job done by 
Boothroyd has seen Northampton 
move five points clear of the 
League Two relegation zone, and 
ahead of the game he recalled 
those difficult first few weeks after 
taking over from Gary Johnson. 

“I felt for a number of weeks 
that, because of the transfer dead¬ 
line and everything else, I had a 
month - maybe five or six weeks - 
where you just had to get on with 


what you have got and try to pick 
up results,” he said. “It doesn’t 
matter how good or bad a manag¬ 
er you are, if you haven’t got the 
tools to do it then you can’t do it. 

“We went to Oxford and we 
played a system that just tried to 
stop them from playing. 

“We still had an opportunity to 
score a goal, missed a penalty and 
created other chances, but in the 
end it was a makeshift team that 
was glued together. 

“Now we’re a team that has got a 
lot of strengths, and obviously 
needs to get a lot better, but we’re 
on the right track.” 

That is followed on Easter 
Monday by a trip to table-toppers 
Swindon Town - a team who they 
conceded a last-minute winner 
against at Sixfields on New Year’s 
Eve that left them bottom of the 
Football League. 

But, at the risk of cursing them, 
Northampton seem to have once 
and for all banished their reputa¬ 
tion for letting games slip in the 
closing stages. Indeed, if last 
Saturday’s 1-1 draw at Crewe 
Alexandra is anything to go by 
then they have completely turned 
the tables by pulling off last-gasp 
heroics. 

Several weeks back Kelvin 
Langmead clinched a win at 
Burton Albion with his goal in 
added time, and this time it was 
the turn of debutant goalkeeper 
Neal Kitson to rise to the occasion 


against the play-off chasers 
Crewe. Adebayo Akinfenwa’s 17th 
goal of the season had cancelled 
out Luke Murphy’s first half strike 
and the game seemed to be head¬ 
ing for a draw until Michael Jacobs 
fouled Nick Powell in the box on 
the stroke of full time. 

But American keeper Kitson, 
who in 2011 scored a last-minute 
equaliser for old club Rochester 
Rhinos against Antigua Barracuda, 
managed to make a crucial save 
from Powell’s spot-kick. 

“I think we are good enough to 
compete with anybody,” said 
Boothroyd, reflecting on that 
game. “We are competitive now, 
we are always in the game and we 
are a difficult team to play against. 

“[Crewe manager] Steve [Davis] 
came in after the game and said, ‘I 
wouldn’t want to play against you 
every week, and I think that’s a 
compliment. 

“What we have got to do is keep 
building on that because once you 
stand still and play the same way 
all of the time you’ve got a prob¬ 
lem and we’re forever looking to 
improve. 

“Don’t forget, this is a team that 
has only really been together for 
two months and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to getting to the end of the 
season. We have got a good nucle¬ 
us of players on which to build. 

“If we are going to be successful 
then we will have to go to places 
like Crewe and win.” 


BTCC curtain-raiser 
crash gives Thorne 
plenty to ponder

JOHN Thorne faced a real baptism of fire 
in his first British Touring Car 
Championship [BTCC] outings at Brands 
Hatch over weekend, but the Silverstone 
racer remains in an optimistic mood. 

The Thorney Motorsport owner/driver 
suffered a huge accident in Saturday’s 
morning practise session after losing 
control of the rear end of his Vauxhall 
Insignia under braking. 

That meant the entire front end of the 
car needed to be rebuilt hastily to get in 
into Sunday’s three races, which the 
team were able to achieve before 
suffering more rear end grip problems. 

Despite several more spins on race day, 
Thorne was able to complete full 
distance in all three rounds and is now 
looking forward to the next meeting at 
Donington Park. 

“We can take solace from a couple of 
things,” he said. “The first is that in 
touring cars you have to be able to 
rebuild things quickly during meetings 
and we proved we can do that. 

“The other thing is that we never like to 
give up as a team - we have always had 
that mentality. 

“We got a lot of credibility with our 
never give up attitude amongst the other 
teams. 

“It was a tough weekend, but we knew 
it would be. 

“Because we’re on a restricted budget 
we haven’t had much testing time, so 
we’re mulling over our options ahead of 
the next round.” 

The next three races of the 2012 BTCC 
season are at Donington on Sunday, April 15. 

■ STEVEN Kane and co-driver Humaid Al 
Masaood could only manage 15th place 
in the the second round of the GRAND- 
AM Rolex Sports Car Series at the Barber 
Motorsports Park on Sunday. 

Brixworth-based Kane’s Oryx Racing 
Audi R8 suffered from a handling 
imbalance throughout the race in 
Birmingham, Alabama, as well as being 
forced off the track by race leader Memo 
Rojas during his stint behind the wheel. 

“It was very hot today and we struggled 
but we finished the race so the reliability 
is there,” said Kane. 

“There were brief phases when the 
Audi allowed me to set good, fast lap 
times before the handling deteriorated 
rapidly again. 

“The team worked hard on achieving a 
good balance with the R8 and they did a 
great job for qualifying. 

“But for whatever reason, the car’s 
handling was not right in the race - from 
the start to the finish.” 

Kane’s next race in the 13-round 
schedule is at the Homestead Miami 
Speedway on April 29.

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Town turnaround down to 
boss change admits Tozer

BEN Tozer has endured some of the 
worst moments of his football 
career this season, but now has 
reason to be optimistic after 
Northampton Town’s reversal of 
fortunes under Aidy Boothroyd. 

Just before Boothroyd took over, 
the Cobblers suffered a 7-2 chasten¬ 
ing defeat at home to Shrewsbury 
Town and then got beaten 4-1 away 
to fellow strugglers Plymouth 
Argyle. 

Those games were about as low as 
it got for Tozer. Yet the team are now 
five points clear of the League Two 
relegation zone ahead of tomorrow 
night’s visit of Oxford United. 


He said: “After the Shrewsbury 
game I sat there for an hour in the 
changing room and then we went 
away to my home town of Plymouth 
and I really wanted to beat them. 

“We were 4-0 down after 25 or 30 
minutes and it was bad. 

“We just had to draw a line under 
it and think that we weren’t going to 
get any lower than that, because the 
lowest would have been non-league 
football. In Tim [Flowers’] team talk 
afterwards he said that you don’t 
bounce back from non-league foot¬ 
ball and I think that really gave us a 
kick up the arse. 

“The last ten games have been 
magnificent really considering 
where we were in the league and the 
sort of things that were happening 


in games. Confidence was a bit low 
at times, especially in the second 
half, but we have come a long way. 

“It’s down to the gaffer because his 
team selections have been spot on, 
the players that he and [assistant] 
Andy King have brought in have 
been what we needed and we’ve got 
the results.” 

Tozer’s long throw has also proved 
to be a huge asset for Northampton 
in recent weeks, and the likes of 
Dave Challinor and Rory Delap have 
meant that a player who can send 
dangerous throw-ins into the box 
has become a must have in the 
game. 

The Cobblers midfielder has now 
become their go to guy when they’re 
in that position and he put it down 


to competing with his brother dur¬ 
ing his childhood. 

“I don’t work on it at all,” said the 
22-year-old. “When I was young I 
had quite a long throw as well. Me 
and my brother used to have com¬ 
petitions when we were younger, 
and because he is five years older 
than me I was quite competitive. 

“To be honest, the last four or five 
games my shoulder has been giving 
me a lot of gip and I’ve had to take a 
few painkillers, but it’s good 
because it is a set piece for us really. 

“We’ve scored a few goals from it, 
created a lot of chances from it. It is 
such a hard ball to defend and 
whenever teams do it to us it is more 
difficult than corners really.”
